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FOLLOW-UP STUDY, NO. 1 



PURPOSE: 

During the Fall and Spring Semesters of the 1970-7] school year, a 
foHow-gp study wos conducted involving all full-time second year academic 
students who were enrolled at Southwest Texas Junior College during the 
Spring Semester 1970 orxl who did not re**enroll for the Fall Semester 1970*^71 . 

The study was carried out in order to answer four questions. 

1 • What percentage of the second year academic students leaving 
Southwest Texas Junior College continue their education at 
senior institutions? 

2. Is there a difference in the rote of persistence in school between 
second year students who receive the A. A. degree and those who 
do not? 

3. To which senior colleges do most S«W«T. JX« students transfer? 

4. How do these students perform academically during their first 
semester ot a senior college in comparison to their performance 
during their last semester at the junior college? 

METHODOLOGY: 

A list was compiled of all the full^-time second year academic students 
who were enrolled at §.W,T, J.C. during the Spring Semester 1970, Altogether, 
there were 212 students involved in the study* These students were then divided 
into two groups: Group I which consisted of students hoving received the A .A. 
degree and Group II wnich included those students not receiving the A. A* degree. 
Each student *s permanent record was checked to see whether or not a transcript 
had been sent to a four-*year school. A second list was compiled, dividing the 
students into groups based on the schools to which they had sent transcripts. At 
this point, the Registrars* Offices at the senior colleges listed were contacted 
and asked to verify the students' enrollment, thus establishing which students 
actually did transfer. During the Spring Semester, transcripts were requested 
from these schools, and the students* grade-point overages were figured for their 
first semester at the senior college. This was compared with their last semester's 
grade-point averages at the junior college. Not all the senior colleges would 
release transcripts without the consent of the students. However^ it was possible 
to obtain transcripts for 79 of the students (those which attended the University 
of Texas, Angelo State, Southwest Texcs State, Our Lady of the Loke, Texas 
A & University of Houston, Texas Woman^s University, West Texas State, 
and Howard Payne). As a result it was possible to moke some generalizations 
about student performance. 
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FINDINGS: 

As a result of the study, the following informotion was revealed. 

1 • Seventy-two percent (153) of the second year students transferred 
to a senior college » 

2. There was slightly higher transfer rote for students receiving the 
A. A. degree than those not receiving it. Seventy-three percent 
(87 students) of the A. A. degree recipients transferred compared 

to sixty-four percent (66 students) of the non A. A. degree students* 

3. Students transferring from S.W.T.J.C. spread out geographically 
in their choice of senior colleges, but the vast majority of them go 
to four schools as illustrated in the table below.

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4. Seveniy-eight percent (60 students) experienced decreases in their 

grade-point average during their first semester at the senior colleges. 
These decreases ranged from a high of 2.5 grode points to a low of 
less than . 10 grade point. The mean decrease was .88 grade points.* 

Twenty-one percent (17 students) experienced increases in 
their grade-point average ranging from 1.3 grade points to less than 
. 10 grade point with a mean increase of .43 grarle point. 



* Studies hove shown that this type of performance occurs notion-wide . Most 
{unior college transfer students experience decreases in grade-point averages for 
their first semester at four-year scnools. These same studies, however, revealed 
that by the completion of their fourth semester at four-year institutions, the junior 
college transfer students hove incr^sased their overages to the level they were at 
the time of transfer. 
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FOLLOW-UP STUDY, NO. 2 



PURPOSE; 

During the 1971-72 school year a follow-up study was corducteci involving all 
Freshman students who were enrolled at Southwest Texas Junior College curing the 
Fall Semester 1970. This study was carried out to answer three questions: 

1 . What percentage of these first year students failed to return to S.W.T.J.C. 
for second, third, and fourth semesters ? 

2. Are there differences in the percentoges of Mexican-American students 
failing to complete four semesters in comparison to Anglo-American 
students not completing four semesters? 

3. What percentages of these Freshman students completed requirements for 
graduation in May, 1972? 

METHODOLOGY: 

All Freshman students listed in the student directory for the Fall Semester 1970 
were counted and subdivided into two groups: Anglo-Amer^xin Freshman students, 
which included 513 students, and Mexican-American Freshman students numbering 362 
students. The total of both student groups was 875. 

The names of the Freshman students enrolled during the Fall Semester 1970 were 
checked against the student directories for the Spring Semester 1971, Fall Semester 1971, 
and Spring Semester 1972. This comparison made it possible to ascertain the number of 
students failing to re-enroll for the respective semesters and to calculate a percentage of 
attrition from semester to semester. 



FINDINGS: 

As a result of the study the following information was revealed: 

1 . 26.0 per cent of the Freshman students enrolled at S.W.T.J.C. for the 
Foil semester 1970 did not re-anroll for a second semester (Spring 1971). 

2. 52.5 per cent of these Freshman students failed to re-enroll for a third 
semester (rail 1971). 

3. 57.0 per cent of the Freshmon students did not re-enroll for a fourth 
semester (Spring 1972). 

4. 24.0 per cent of the Freshman A/lexican-Amarlcan students enrolled at 
S.W.T.J.C. for the Fall Semester 1970 did not re-enroll for the Spring 
Semester 1971 compared to 28.0 per cent of the Anglo-American Freshman 
students enrolled who did not re-enroll for that semester. 
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5. 46 per cent of fhe Freshman Mexican-American students did not re-enroll 
for the Fall Semester ^971 compared to 57 per cent of the Anglo-American 
Freshmen who failed to return. 

6. 51 .6 per cent of the Freshman Mexican-American students did not re-enrol I 
for the Spring Semester 1972 compared to 62.3 per cent of the Anglo* 

. American students who did not re-enroll . 

7. 18 per cent of the Freshman Mexican-American students enrolled in the 
Fall Semester 1970 completed graduation requirements compared to 16 
per cent of the Anglo-American students studied.
